Senator Bitrnam of .Madison has In- 
troduced a bill Intended to help de- 
crease the deficit in the general ex- 
penditure fund in the state treasury. 
His measure proposes to divide up 
the revenue derived under the 50 
cents on the $100 tax rate that is now 
in force, a little different from Its 
present division. At present the 
achool fund gets 26 cents of the 50- 
cent tax, the general expenditure fund 
gets 21 >4 cents, the sinking fund 2 
cents and the State university one- 
hal^ a cent. He proposes to roduce 
the school fund to 21*4 cents, the 
sinking fund to 1>4 rents and to In- 
crease the general expenditure fund 
to 23$4 rents, leaving the State uni- 
versity just as It la now. He says 
Investigation shows that the 26-cont 
rate allowed the school fund increas- 
ed the per capita for school children 
Inst year to over $4, and by reducing 
the amount to 24 Vi rents, the per cap- 
ita will still be as much as $4. which 
be thinks Is amply sufficient, and will 
at the same time Increase the rev- 
enue that goes into the general ex- 
penditure fund Bufflcleutly to help 
pay off much of the deficit. He says 
further that as the state haa practlc- 
•«IIy no debt, there Is no need to keep 
that rate at 2 cents, since a 1>4-cent 
rate will bring In enough revenue to 
meet In 20 years the $500,000 of 
bonds that may be authorized by this 
Isgislaturc.

Governor Willsoo has decided not 
to send all hJs advice to the leglsla 
ture at one time, but will give it to 
them In broken doses. He sent in an- 
other part of Ms message Friday, the 
larger part of which is taken up In 
discussing the tax question.
